Citie of this Realme) they are now dayly dziuen to buſlde with Beech, and 

. other like kinde of Timber, being of ſmall continuance, which in time will 
ee anearet crcmrend; Poeth therefoze ſtraightiy 
charge and command, that aſwell all Statutes andLawes heretofoze made, and now in fozce,foz the pzeſer- 
uation of Timber, As that alſo concerning Inmates, and the erecting and continuing of Cottages, bee from 
hencefoozth duely and exactly put in execution. Fozbidding withall,that none bee ſo hardy vpon paineofcon- 
tempt , and his Datefties high diſpleaſure, as to conuert any part of any Tree, that may ſerue foz any vie of 
Cimber,to any Coale oz Firewood. And foz the better pꝛeſeruation of Timber, and to auoyd the vnneceſlary 
conſumption thereof, Dis Maieſtie alſo ſtraightly chargeth and commandeth, That betweene this and the 
feaſt ol S. Michael the Archangel next comming, no new houſe be built within the ſame City of London,oz the 
Suburbs therecf, oz within one mile of the ſame Suburbs, contrary to the Pzoclamations in that behalte 
herctofoze made. And that from and after the ſaid feaff of S. Michael the Archangel, no perſon ſhall build oz 
erect any new Houſe, oz the fozefront of any Houſe in any new building, where any fozmer building was, 
within the ſame City oz Suburbs,o; within one mile of the laid Suburbs. except all the vtter walls and win- ⸗ 
dowes thereof, and the fozefront of the ſame be wholly made of Bzicke, oꝛ Bꝛicke and ſlone, And the loꝛetront 
thereol in euery reſpect ſhall be made of that vnifozme ozder and foꝛme, as ſhall be pꝛeſcribed vnto them foz that 
Streete where ſuch Building wall happen to bee. by the chiefe Magiſtrates ofthe ſame Citie, being within 
the City and the Liberties thereof, and being out ol the Citie by ſuch Juſtices of the Peace oz other Magi 
ſtrates, as haue the gouernment in that place, vpon pane to bee fined and tmpziſoned foz the ſame, by oꝛder of 
the Court of Starchamber. 

And to the end that ſome fitting and oꝛderly courſe may be taken and ſet downe foz vnifozmitie to bee kept in 
euery Street, where ſuch Buildings thall be. His Maieſtie purpoleth to direct out his Commiſion to diſcreet 
and ſkilfull perſons, to conſider of, and ſet downe ſome fit O:ders and direction foz the ſame. And his Pateftie 
further erpzeſſely chargeth a commandeth all Patozs, Juſtices of the Peace, Conffables, te wars of Leets 
and Lawdayes, and all others his Maieſties louing Subtects, to whom it ſhall oz may appertaine, carefully | 
tolooke into, and execute the pzemilles, and not to permit oꝛ ſuffer any thing to bee done contrary to the true in · 
tent and meaning ofthis Pzoclamation. And that they take ozder that ſuch offenders 0; wozkemen, as ſhall 
perlit in doing any thing to the contrary thereof after admonition to them in that behalte to be giuen,be bound 
toappeare in the ſatd Court of Starchamber at the next ſitting day ol the ſame Court, there to bee pzoceeded a
